Washington, D. C., May 1 -I Special. — 
Politicians here in both parties seem to at- 
tach u great deal of importance to the fact 
that Gov. Johnson of Minnesota finds it con- 
yenient to drop into Washington much often- 


er than he used to do. 

There seems to be an understanding among 
Democrats that the Minnesota executive is 
6 good as no minated for the presidential 
pace in 1912, provided that new conditions do 
got arise ta put him out of the field. 

It is believed that the visits of Gov. John- 

to Washington are for the express pur- 
At of putting him in touch with Demo- 
eratic representatives and senators, so that 
when the time comes for rousing up the dele- 
gates he will have a presidential acquaint- 
ance with the men who dictate the course of 
political events more or less completely in 
their own districts. 

Furthermore, it is intimated that the visit of 
the governor to Washington today had a 
great deal to do with the probable ceurse of 
the Democrats on the tariff, and with a plan 
of campaign which is being mapped out for 
the congressional! elections in 1910 as well as 
for the big race two years later. 


Watches Chances on Tariff. 

The governor is not attechpting to dictate 
to the democratic minority in the house and 
senate, but it is said he has spoken some 
words of wisdom, which are to the effect 
that, unless the Republicans make an unex- 
pected revision downward, there will be a lot 
of vacancies in the house of representatives 
on the Republican side as a result of the 
next election. 

The governor comes from a state which is 
thoroughly for protection, but is unques- 
tionably in favor of a downward revision. 
There is one thing which will prevent the 
Democrats taking advantage of the situa- 
tion, and that is the absence of any unity of 
action on their part. The Minnesota gov- 
ernor is directly interested, therefore, in 
preaching harmony to the minority, because 
a Democratic house in 1910 may be followed 
by a. Democratic president in 1012 
Gers Fobnecn was st the White house, 
where he was received by President Taft 
just before the meeting of the cabinet. He 
will remain here until tomorrow night, and 
seems to be particularly busy m seeing his 
Democratic friends. He has been on a va- 
cation at Old Point Comfort and elsewhere. 
and has not studied the tariff situation close- 
ly in the meantime, but his position on this 
issue was clearly defined when he said, as he 
left the White house this morning: 

“If there has been no change in the situa- 
tion in the last two weeks as to the tariff bill, 
lam frank to say that I don't think much 
of it.” 


Expected Defeat Last Year. 

Many of the Democratic leaders went into 
the last campaign knowing in advance that 
they were defeated, but believing a Jively 
fight would not only eliminate Bryan, but 
would unite the party. Furthermore they 
were convinced that the first result of the 
campaign would be to bring out a candidate 
for the presidency in 1912 who would have 
the sympathy of the party at large. John- 
son had carried a Republican state before, 
and it was expected he would do the same 
thing again, in spite of the fact that a pop- 
war Scandinavian was pitted against him.

& great possibility of sensational develop- 

ments in Missouri, Indiana, and Ohio. It was 
believed, therefore, that Folk, Marshall, and 

Harmon would have to be taken into consid- 
eration before determining on a candidate. 
Many of the men who supported Bryan in 
the Denver convention with great enthus!- 
asm said at that time that it was three times 
and out for the Nebraskan, and if he did not 
beat Taft they would join with the other 
leaders in looking for a new man.

FRANCHISE NOT ASKED. 


Ald. Foell Points Out Municipal 
Dilemma; Emphasizes Need 
of Powers Under New 
Charter. 


| 


A discovery that a permit had been issued 
by the federal government for the construc- 
tion by private interests of three piers north 
of the river mouth almost took city officials 
off their feet yesterday. 

The permit was granted “ perfunctorily ” 
by Robert Shaw Oliver, acting secretary of 
war, late in February, but its issuance was 
not made known to the city administration 
until the public hearing on the removal of the 
Indiana street bridge on Thursday. 

Its existence came like a thunderbolt to 
the men in charge of Chicago’s plans for 
outer harbor development. The harbor com- 
mission had recommended to the city the 
construction of docks on the site claimed by 
the Pugh Terminal company and the grant- 
ing of a permit to that corporation, it was 
said, blocked the way for the city’s petition 
to the government for the right to build. 

At first there were intimations of bad faith 
on the part of the corporation, but these 
soon gave way to resentment of the federal 
government's attitude in the matter. 

So intense was the interest aroused that 
the subcommittee of the council committee 
on harbors, wharves, and bridges—Harbor 
Engineer John M. Ewen, Ald. Charles M. 
Foell, and Ald. Charles E. Merriam—which 
has undertaken the preliminary work of in- 
vestigating the harbor problem in its rudi- 
ments, held an informal meeting. 


Points Out City’s Plight. 

The net result of the conference was a 
statement issued over the signature of Ald. 
Foell, who is chairman of the council com- 
mittee. It read as follows: 

“It has just come to the notice of the men 
who are dealing with harbor matters for the 
city of Chicago that the United States war 
department on Feb. 26 last granted a permit 
to the Chicago Dock and Canal company for 
the erection of three piers into Lake Michi- 
gan. north of the mouth of the river. At the 
hearing on this matter on Feb. 4, Mr. Brund- 
age, corporation counsel, appeared as the 
representative of the city administration to 
ask that definite action on the request of the 
Dock and Canal company be delayed until 
the city should have time to formulate ite 


‘policy, 


“It now appears that the permit was 
actually ‘granted, without further notice to 
the city, by war department officials in 
Washington on Feb. 26 last, prior to the 
making public of the report of the harbor 
commission. The city is urging enabling 
legislation at Springfield, designed to give 
it power necessary to proceed with the con- 
struction of docks north of the mouth of the 
river. 

In furtherance of the general policy out- 
lined by the harbor commission Mr. John 
M. Ewen has been appointed by the mayor 
special harbor commissioner to prepare 
plans. It has been suggested informally that 
the promoters of the project, under author- 
ity of the Dock and Canal company charter, 
would seek a franchise from the city along 
the lines of the traction settlement fran- 
chises. 

But no authoritative request of that kind 
has been formally submitted to representa- 
tives of the city. — 

Courses Open to City. 

Several courses seem to be open to the 
city. One is to ask for a rehearing before 
the war department and the revocation of 
the permit already granted to the private 
company. Another is to ask the legislature 
to revoke the privileges of the Dock and 
Canal company, granted by the charter of 
1857, in so far as the same have not already 
been utilized. In any event the city will need 
the grant of powers sought to be conferred 
by charter bill No. 8 Of course, it would 
be unwise for the city to grant any permit for 
the construction of the docks until such 
time as these questions have all been care- 
gully considered. 

The city seems not to be without recourse 
in. this matter, even though the situation be 
fraught with considerable danger, from the 
public point of view. Mr. Cassels of the cor- 
poration counsel's office, in an opinion deliv- 
ered to the committee on harbors, wharves, 
and bridges last Monday, took the ground 
that the grant of privileges claimed by. the 
Dock and Canal company to build into Lake 
Michigan had probably been lost by non- 


user.“ 


Foell and Maj. Rees Talk. 

After the conference Ald. Foell explained 
that he did not wish to appear as making 
any insinuations of bad faith against the 
Pugh Terminal company—the corporation 
operating under the charter of the Chicago 
Dock and Canal company—as he knew noth- 
ing of its affairs except by hearsay. 

„We are anxious that the public—through 
the discovery of a permit to this company— 
shall not be given a wrong idea of the 
city’s position in the matter,“ he sad. The 
city. is not pledged to any particular plan and 
has not expressed sympathy with any one 
plan for outer harbor development.” 

Maj. Thomas H. Rees, chief engineer ot the 
department of the lakes, exonerated the local 
office of the war department from any 
charges of breach of faith. 

he duty of the local office was to forward 
the transcript of the proceedings at the public 
hearing,” he said. “‘ This was done, and the 
transcript included Mr. Brundage’s remarks 
and suggestions. If the request of the city 
for time was disregarded the local office can- 
not be criticised for the fact.” 

Convention Hall on Pier. 

The attitude of the company was explained. 
by James A. Pugh, its president, who in ad- 
dition to disavowing even the slightest effort 
to avoid publicity in connection with its plans 
announsed @ new feature in the construction 
that he felt would receive as strong public . 
approval as that given to the recreation pier 
feature, which he already had incorporated 
in bis plans.

Prima Donna So Perturbed That She 
Forgets Her Board Bill. 


Philadeiphia. Pa, May 14.—[Special.J— 
Mme. Emma Eames, the prima donna, was 
served with a summons today in a suit for 
alienation of the affections, brought by the 
wife of the famous baritone Emilio de Go- 
Forza. The amount of money Mme. Fames 
is asked to pay as the price of the affec- 
tions is $100,000. 

De Gogorza already has been sued for sep- 
aration by his wife, who alleges he has aban- 
doned her. The separate maintenance sult 
was brought in New York, but the alienation 
proceedings were begun in the Philadelphid 
courts, this being the local residence of 
Mme. Eames, who formerly was the wife 
of Julian Story, the artist. 

Mrs. Elea de Gogorsa, the abandoned wife, 
does not make any charge of immorality 
against Mme, Eames in either suit. She al- 
leges her husband, De Gogorza, is entirely 
under the influence of Mme. Eames and that 
he is the madame’s soul mate in a truly 
artistic sense. She adds that this destroys 
and kille the love that he once had for his 
wife. 

First Case of Artistic Destruction. 

It is a unique proceeding, Inasmuch as the 
artistic destruction of the affections never 
before has been brought to the attention of 
the courts. When the case comes to trial the 
psychological experts will have a field day. 
Mme. Eames herself, in an interview with a 
musical eritic recently, dilated upon this 
artistic affection affinity, the personal mag- 
netism of music. She said she found the 
baritone De Gogorza possessed such a tem- 
perament; that when she was working with 
him on the stage she found her most re- 
sponsive chords when her own notes came in 
reply to his. 

Unfortunately, De Gogorza was not in to- 
day and Mme, Eames did not have this in- 
toxicating responsiveness to lean upon when 
a deputy sheriff walked up to her at the porte 
cochére of the Bellevue Stratford and poked

Big John Egan, the hobo’s friend, and 
for a quarter of a, Sentury the most pic- 
turesque character on Chicago’s Bowery, 
died Thursday night of pneumonia at St. 


| Luke’s hospital. 


For nearly twenty years he was night man- 
ager at Ald. Kenna’s Workingmen's Ex- 
change, otherwise known as Hinky 
Dink's barrel house. His name end his 
fame were spread by hobos from one end 
of the country to the other, and it is said he 
had a larger acquaintance among this class 
than any other person. 

But it was not by hobos alone that Big 
John was known and admired for his peculiar 
qualities. No less a personage than William 
T. Stead, editor of the Review of Reviews, 
was glad to claim his friendship. On his last 
visit to Chicago, two years ago, Mr. Stead 
went from Hull house to the Workingmen’s 
Exchange, where he drank a tub of beer 
with Egan and also smoked a Clark street 
„rope.“ 

Editor Enjoys Visit. 

When they parted, long after the midnight 
hour, the London editor clasped Egan by the 
hand and said he had spent a most enjoyable 


evening.

„Any old time yod're down this way drop in 


and see me. Won't you have a fresh one 


before you go? No? Well, goed-by, and 
don't forget the number.“

His first meeting with Mr. Stead was during 
the winter of 1898-94, when the editor gath- 
ered material for his book, If Christ Came 
to Chicago.“ The Londoner spent several 
weeks in Chicago that winter, eating at soup 
houses maintained by the city, shoveling 
snow in the streets, and sleeping at police 
stations to get the right color for his book. 
Egan was tending bar for Ald. Kenna at the 
time, and he won the editor’s admiration by 
a kindly act. 

A few months ago Egan went into the sa- 
loon business for himself at 48 Hubbard 
court. The first drink served over the bar 
was a glass of beer bought by Nick Martin, 
Ald. Kenna’s secretary. Martin laid down 
a $100 bill with the remark: 

“The little fellow sent me over to buy a 
drink and you are to keep the change.“. 


Draws Line at Cigarets. 

“Tf I ever own a saloon of my own,” Egan 
used to say, “ there will be no cigaret smok- 
ing in the place.“ 

The first day he opened up he had a sign 
painted on the wall that read: 

“ Cigaret smoking not allowed.“ 

Seven years*ago Egan had his Iife insured 
for $500. He told his old partner, John De 
Long, the day manager at the Workingmen’'s 
Exchange, that in case of his death he want- 
ed to be put away in good shape.“ 

His wish will be granted. The funeral will 
be held tomorrow from McNally & Duffy's 
undertaking establishment, 516 Wabash ave- 
nue. The interment will be at Mount Olivet. 

Egan is survived by his father, who is an 
inmate of the Soldiers’ home at Quincy, IL, 
and one son, Harry.

PHONE GIRLS DEFY FLAMES 


Four Remain at Switchboards in 
Oak Park Exchange. 


CALM OTHERS AND CALL AID. 


Surrounding District Without Service 
for Several Hours. 


A fire in the Oak Park telephone office yes- 
terday morning made heroines of four girls 
who remained at their posts while the smoke 
enveloped them. Mise Georgina Strable, as- 
sistant chief operator, a daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Frank Strable, 5648 Ontario street, 
Austin, was supervising when the fire 
started. 

With the exception of the four girls the 
operators rushed for the doors and were re- 
strained from jumping from the windows 
by the presence of mind of Miss Brownie 
Pray, Mise Amanda Dammier, and Miss 
Amanda Langguth, who were at the main 
ewitchboard. 

They saw the smoke curling up around the 
wires, and then a flash of fire swept across 
the board. Several girls fainted, including 
Miss Clara Krouse and Miss Emily Cohrs. 


Girl Quietly Summons Aid. 

Miss Minnie Hartman, operating the in- 
formation phone, was the first to notice the 
smoke. 

She quietly left the room and went down- 
stairs for help. Dowell Wright, 111 Oak Park 
avenue, assistant wire chief, was working in | 
the basement and hastened upstairs. In his 
efforts to extinguish the fire his hands and 
arms were badly burned and he sustained a 
broken ankle. He later was taken to his 
residence. 

Miss Pray, who is the toll operator, busted 
herself with the subscribers, who besieged 
the office to know what the matter was with 
their phones. 

The other girls who remained at their posts 
threw wet sand on the flames, and the smoke 


ger ot suffocation. But the timely arrival of 


the fire department prevented any serious 
damage to the buitiding. 


Girls in Deadly Peril. 

It the operators had had the bulbs in their 
hands when the fire broke out on the switch- 
board they would have been instantly killed,” 
said Wright.

Council Committee Will Inspect 
Proposed South Chicago Site. 


PROTEST BY BEER BOTTLERS 


License Ordinance Will Be Changed to 
Affect Brewery Wagons. 


Promoters of the project for building an 
amusement park on the lake shore at Sev- 
enty-fifth street had a hearing yesterday 
before the council committee on license and 
as a result the entire committee will make 
@ visit of inspection to the proposed site 
next Tuesday afternoon. 

After hearing the protests of a delegation 
from the Windsor Park Woman's club two 
weeks ago tlle committee recommended for 
passage an ordinance requiring the consent 
of a majority of the owners of adjacent 
property as an accompaniment to a appli- 
cation for a permit; but when the “ other 
side had been heard the aldermen were 
at sea. 

Paul Howse, backed by several representa- 
tives of la unions of South Chicago de- 
clared the munity almost unanimous in 
favor of the enterprise. 


To Change Beer Wagon Licenses. 

On a showing by representatives of the 
North Side Beer Bottlers’ association the 
committee consented to revision of a contest- 
ed ordinance fixing a license fee of $50 for 
each wagon from which bottled beer is-sold. 
The ordinance was passed in 1883, but no ef- 
fort was made to enforce it until the Dunne 
administration, when an injunction against 
the city was obtained? from Judge Chytraus. 
The injunction was dissolved recently by 
Judge Ball. 

The plea of the wagon owners, represented 
by Attorney D. B. Brillow, was that the ordi- 
nance discriminates in favor of the brewers 
and against the small retailer, as brewery 
wagons are exempt from the charge. The 
commitee ordered the drafting of a new ordi- 
nance fixing a license fee of $25 that would 
affect all wagon owners alike. 


Want Extra Strip of Lane. 
Owners of a score of houses on Alta Vista 
terrace; @ street only a block long, running 
from Grace street to Byron street, between 
Seminary avenue and Osgood street, who 
have allowed their back yards to run over 12 
feet on city property, petitioned the public 
lands committee for title to the extra strip. 
They contended that compensation has been 
given the city by the property owners in the 
dedication of Alta Vista terrace. The request 
was referred to the compensation committee 
with a recommendation that it be granted. 
Commissioner of Public Works Hanberg 
said a definite proposal whereby the district 
would pay the city about $300,000 for the 
Thirty-ninth street intercepting sewer, in ad- 
dition to building the Washington street 
bridge at a cost of $350,000, would be sub- 
mitted to the drainage board in a short time. 


ROADS ORDER MILES OF CARS; 
MANUFACTURERS JUBILANT. 


Hail $10,000,000 in New Business as 
Indication of Return of Prosperity— 
New Trains on St. Paul. 


The gradual return of prosperity to the rall- 
roads, which has been indicated by the in- 
creases in earnings for several months as 
compared with last year, still further is re- 
flected in the growing list of orders for equip- 
ment and supplies placed by the raflroads 
both east and west. 

Manufacturers of cars and other equipment 
used by the railroads, it was said yesterday, 
have felt especially jubilant over the results 
of the week, saying that large orders for 
cars and locomotives just placed or about to 
be placed, amounting to about $10,600,000, 
will make the present month the best in point 
of new business for over a year. 

The largest recent purchasers of new equip- 
ment have been the Harriman lines, the New 
York Central, and the Santa Fé, whose orders 
total nearly $5,000,000. The Pacific Fruit 
Express company, the Western Pacific, the 
Missouri Pacific, and the Great Northern 
also are in the market with big orders.

30,000 CARS EACH YEAR. 


Huge Increase in Capacity Is 
Planned, Especially in All 
Steel Construction. 


Contracts have been let by the Pullman 
company for the construction of new build- 
ings at its plant at Pullman, l., which will 
incfease the capacity of the shops to 30,000 
cars a year, or about one-third, and which 
will involve an expenditure, including the 
equipment for the shops, of about $3,000,000, 
according to plans made public yesterday. 

The new additions to the Pullman shops, 
which are made necessary on account of the 
radical nts in e art of car 
building during recent years, in reality con- 
stitute almost an entire new plant. It will 
be devoted to the construction of all 1 
freight and passenger cars, which are 
demanded in rapidly increasing numbers by 
the railroads on account of their strength 
and fireproof qualities. 

The new passenger car shops will be able 
to turn out three all steel passenger cars a 
day, increasing the passenger capacity to 175 
a month, and the new freight car shops, 
which alone will cost $1,250,000, will be capa- 
ble of turning out 1,500 steel freight cars a 
month. The largest number of cars of all 
kinds built 15 one year by the company was 


Work Already Under Way. 


In a general way, the plans for new shops 
to provide for the demand for steel cars were 
outlined about two years ago, but were 
abandoned temporarily on account of the 
business depression, and the almost total 
cessation of car building which followed. 
With the gradual return of prosperity to the 
railroads and to the country as a whole they 
were resumed, and their extent was an- 
nounced during the day by Richmond Dean, 
general manager of the company. 

Work has already been started on two 
erecting shops for passenger cars, each 420x 
220 feet in size, with a transfer table between 
them for handling the car bodies. Theseare 
located to the east of the present buildings 
and are of steel construction. They will cost 
$400,000 and will be completed in ninety days. 
All of the new buildings planned are expected 
to be finished by Sept. 1. 


Look for Business Gains. 


By that time, in the opinion of the officials 
and directors of the Pullman company, who 
have authorized the appropriation for the d- 
ditions, the improvement in business condi- 


tions and the requirements of the railroads 


for néw roiling stock will have fully justified 
the expenditure. 

“The return of prosperous conditions ie al 
ready evident in the increased purchases of 
railway equipment and supplies,“ said Gen- 
eral Manager Dean. “The new buildings 
which we have contracted for will increase 
our freight car capacity by over a third and 
about double our passenger capacity, but 
we are confident that by the time they are 
completed business will have picked up to 
such an extent that we shall have orders for 
the entire output of the plant. We have re- 
cently closed a twenty year contract with 
the Pennsylvania and they will require about 
800 steel cars in the near future for use in the 
tunnel under the Hudson.“ 


Details of the Plant. | 
Next to the passenger shops wil be an 8,000 


‘horse power electric power house 200x150 
‘feet, which will cost $100,000 and which will 


furnish power for the passenger shops: The 
steel cabinet shop for finishing the interiors 
of the steel passengers cars will be connected 
with the present’ wood finishing shop. It will 
be of the same dimensions as the power house 
and will cost $150,000. 

North of the cabinet shop will be the new 
brass foundry and finishing shop 160180 feet, 
which will cost $100,000.

Springfield, II., May 14.—[Special.)—Ap- 
propriation bills which were returned to the 
house this morning from the house appropri- 
ations committee and others which are near- 
ly ready indicate that the total of the bills 
to be passed in the lower branch will amount 
to about $20,500,000. The state tax rate, on 
that basis, would be raised to 56 cents on the 
hundred dollars. 

The senate program is to cut this sum down 
about $1,000,000 with the view of keeping the 
tax rate down as near 50 cents as possible 
at least not to allow it to go above 52 cents. 
on the hundred dollars. 
Representative Shanahan by returning a 
number of bills to the house today has cleared 
up practically everything but the omnibus 
bill, which will carry about $4,850,000, and the 
bills for the state normal schools, peniten- 
tiaries, and for the construction of a new 
penitentiary at Joliet.

MOB HUNTS HIM IN VAIN. 


Kansas City, Mo., May 14.—A series of tor- 
nadoes in Kansas, Missouri, and Oklahoma 
late today killed at least five persons, injured 
fifty-five, devastated one town, wrecked a 
train, and did great damage to property. 

Twenty-five wre injured by a storm that 
swept over Mount Washington and Fair- 
mount Park, suburbs of Kansas City. At 
least two of these are thought to be fatally 
injured and others seriously. 

The town of Hollis, Kas., near Concordia, 
Was swept away. Three were killed there 
and ten seriously injifred./ The ekstrom 
family, consisting of five persons, is missing. 
Their house is in ruins and it is thought they 
are dead. 


Wind Kills Two; Wrecks Train. 

Near Great Bend a tornado killed two an“ 
injured twenty. All wires are down in that 
vicinity and it is feared that the death list 
may be greater. William Ackerly, a Santa 
Fé engineer, was killed while working with 
a bridge gang between Great Bend and 
Kinsley. Frank Nicholson, a conductor, was 
killed. 

The tornado wrecked the work train of 
which Ackerly was engineer and blew it into 
a ditch. Several members of the crew were 
blown 100 feet. The pile driver toppled over, 
crushing Ackerly to death in his cab, where 
he had remained, with his hand upon the 
throttle. 

The storm spread over a wide area and laid 
to waste many farmhouses. Onaccountofa 
great portion of the damage being done on 
farms, its full extent could not be learned 
tonight. Many conflicting reports have been 
received. One said ten were killed. 


Rain and Hail in Three States. 

At Holsington, Kas., a tornado injured 
a number and greatly damaged farm prop- 
erty. It was not so severe, however, as that 
passing over other portions of the state. 

At Pond Creek, Okla., a severe wind storm 
injured four and unroofed several houses. 

A blinding rain and hail storm accompanied 
the wind in all three states. Many washouts 
demorelized railroad traffic.

New York, May 14.—[Special.]—A nen- 
dictment has been found by the federal 
grand jury against F. Augustus Heinze, the 
copperman who was president of the Mer- 
cantile National bank at the time of the 
panic of 1907. The latest indictment charges 
Heinze with taking sums from the Mercan- 
tile aggregating $2,260,000 between March 14 
and Oct. 14, and misapplying them for his 
own use and benefit. The indictment was 
handed in last. Tuesday and today Heinze 
appeared with his counsel, ex-Judge William 
J. Wallace, before Judge Hough in the Cir- 
cult court and pleaded not guilty with leave 
to withdraw the plea within a week. 

On Jan. 7, 1908, Heinze was indicted for 
overcertifying checks to the amount of $437,- 
144, these checks having been drawn by Otto 
Heinze's firm and paid to different brokerage 
firms to which the firm was indebted for 
United Copper stocks bought for it at the 
time of the manipulation of the pool in that 
stock by Heinze and his associates. 

Of the sixteen counts in the new indict- 
ment, only one has reference to these trans- 
actions. The other counts refer to notes 
drawn by various individuals, as well as the 
Heinze firm, all of which, it is charged, were 
given without any collateral and were dis- 
counted by Heinze. While it was not so 


charged in the indictment, it. is believed the 


sums obtained by Heinze in this manner, 
amounted to $2,250,000, went to the Heinze 
firm, in most cases in an effort to pull that 
firm through when the attempt to corner 
United Copper failed. 

Trial Begins in October. 

It was announced by District Attorney 
Wise today that Heinze would be tried on 
both indictments during the first week in Oc- 
tober. The maximum penalty for each of- 
tense is five years in prison. 

In connection. with the making and dis- 


counting to his own benefit of the note for 


$500,000 it is charged in the indictment that 
Heinze knew at the time he was insolvent. 
This loan was made by Heinze to himself on 
Oct. 14, the day that United Copper touched 
%. This loan was the basis for the certifica- 
tion of checks paid that day to the various 
brokerage houses from which the stock was 
bought by the Heinzes. The note was unac- 


companied by any collateral, as were most 


of the others. 

In the trial the pool in United Copper will 
figure largely in connection with the manner 
in which loans were made by the Heinze firm, 
it being contended that Heinze, his own credit 
being exhausted at the time,

“Why, at the time I made that loan,“ he 
said, “I had $5,000,000 in securities in my 
strong box, absolutely unpledged As a 
matter of fact, shortly after that date I bor- 
rowed $500,000 from another bank on copper 
securities and on Oct. 16 the directors of the 
Mercantile agreed to lend me $600,000 if it 
would save the Heinze firm. I found that it 
wouldn't and I didn’t accept their offer.“ 

Mr. Heinze said that at the time some of 
the loans mentioned in the indictment were 
made he wasn't in New York. 

After I became president of the bank,” 
he said, on Jan. 7, | immediately went 
west. I came back and spent just one day in 
New York in February and then was in the 
west until April 8. Twoof these loans were 
made in my absence and I knew nothing 
about them.” 

The $50,000 bail already given by Heinze in 
his previous arraignment was accepted today 
as being sufficient for his appearance for the 
final plea next Wednesday.

Changes in Elementary Studies 
Urged by President Schneider, 


IS PREPARING HIS REPORTS. 


Thinks Greater Atiention to Reading 
and Writing Is Needed. 


From every indication, the three Re will 
he taught in the Chicago public schools next 
year as they have not been taught since the 
days when they formed the major part of 
the school curriculum. — 

President Otto C. Schneider of the board of 
education already has made known some of 
the points which will be taken up in his an- 
nual report, and again yesterday he made 
further statements in regard to the cam- 
paign of reform that will be waged during 
the next school year. 

The particular system of teaching writing 
and spelling in the schools for only short 
periods of ten and twenty minutes was con- 
demned by President Schneider, with the 
supplemental announcement that more will 
be said about the system in his report. 

“The system of teaching children—or, 
rather, of trying to teach them—the funda- 
mental principles of education in ten or 
twenty minutes a day is the height of fool- 
ishness, he declared. Such periods are 
too short, and yet that is how the most im- 
portant and basic principles are taught in 
our schools. The children no more than get 
into the classrooms and get ready for work 
than a bell rings and they are sent out. 


Waste of Time and Effort. 

“ The system is responsible for a prodigious 
waste of time and effort. The children can- 
not concentrate their minds on their work in 
any such length of time, much less really 
learn much about the subjects. An hour or 
a fifty minute period is none too long for 
them. They are required to remain atten- 
tive for that length of time in college courses, 
and after they get out of school and start 
to work they are expected to concentrate 
their minds on a subject for eight hours every 
working. day. We must get back to the es- 
sentials.”’ 

The committee on bulldings and grounds 
of the board decided to name the new $285,- 
000 school which will be erected in Byron 
street, between Albany and Troy streets, 
after Grover Cleveland. Bids for the work 
will be opened within four weeks, and the 
achool*will be completed within a year. 


Protest Against a Saloon. 

The committee considered a communication 
from the Men's club of the First Methodist 
Episcopal church of Irving Park inclosing 
resolutions condemning the granting of a 
license for a saloon near the Grayland sta- 
tion of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
railroad, two blocks from the new Carl 
Schurz school. \ 

“This seems to be a question of local op- 
tion, for it is not contended that the saloon 
is to be within the prescribed distance,“ 
President Schneider said. ‘I don't believe 
we should consider such matters.“ 

“I don't believe it would injure the morals 
of any boy or girl to pass by a well conducted 
and orderly saloon,“ said Chairman Joseph 
Downey. The committee voted to take no 
action.

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STRIKERS CHARGE 


Call Upon Humane Society to 
Check Alleged Brutality 
to Horses. 


WALKOUT AT WAUKEGAN 


Two Hundred Machinists Decline 
to Accept a Reduction of 20 
Per Cent in Wages. 


Officials of the Illinois Humane society 
yesterday were appealed to for protection for 
horses driven by liverymen and nonunion 
drivers in the present strike of cabmen. 
Complaints having been received at the strike 
headquarters, 145 Randolph street, of livery- 
men lashing their horses and otherwise prac- 
ticine cruelty to animals, a letter calling 
attention to the conditions complained of was: 
sent by Business Agent Gibbons to the IIli- 
nois Humane society. The communication 
reads: 

Reports are coming into this office daily 
of cases of cruelty and brutality to horses 
practiced by inexperienced and nonunion 
drivers employed by unfair liverymen during 
the present strike of the carriage and cab 
drivers. If you will permit a suggestion, 
wouldn’t it be well for you to watch funerals 
and other carriage and cab work and puta 
stop to this inhuman practice of lashing 
horses without cause?“ 


Drives Into Policeman. 


A few minutes after the letter was sent 
Gibbons received a report that Charles Cos- 
tello, a son of Michael J. Costello, an under- 
taker, while driving a carriage on the wrong 
side of the street at Washington boulevard 
and Fortieth avenue had collided with John 
Ambrose, a mounted west park policeman. 
Ambrose took Costello to the police station in 
Garfield park, where the driver was given a 
reprimand and permitted to drive home. 

Business Agent Gibbons during the day vis- 
ited Assistant State’s Attorney Arnold and 
laid before him the evidence of the alleged 
“blacklist "' maintained by the liverymen 
and undertakers against employers who sign 
agreements with the strikers. Gibbons was 
requested to call at the Criminal court build 
ing again this morning. 

The South Side Liverymen’s association 
held a meeting last evening at Siegel's hall, 
8934 State street. The members decided to 
stand pat against the strikers. 

We are ignoring the strike,“ said Presi- 
dent Robert K. Sloan. There is no strike so 
far as we are concerned. Funerals are being 
held every day and we are having no trouble. 
It is true that a good many employers are 
compelled to drive, but we are not worried,” 

Thomas Farrell, organizer for the Chauf- 
feurs’ union, said there is no possibility of the 
chauffeurs becoming involved in the strike. 

Our union has agreements with all auto 
liverymen and we do not encroach on the 
work of the strikers, said he. In fact, we 
are helping the strikers. Every auto funeral 
held is so much work taken away from the 
liverymen.”’ 


Machinists Walk Out. 


Two hundred machinists employed at the 
plant of the Thomas Brass and Iron company 
at Waukegan went out on strike during the 
day.as the result of a 20 per cent cut in wages. 
The notice announced that thecut would take 
effect next Monday. The factory, which !s 
operated by Milwaukee capital, probably will 
have to shut down. Most of the strikers are 
union men. 

Officers of the Moving Picture Machine Op- 
erators’ union have applied for affiliation 
with the Chicago Federation of Labor. Three 
delegates probably will be seated tomorrow. 
A strike vote will be taken this evening by 
the members of the Horseshoers’ union. 
They demand a uniform scale of $4 a day for 
floormen and firemen.

TO BE ENFORCED STRICTLY. 


Blueeoats Must Be Guardians of Boys 
and Girls in Streets. 


At the request of the Juvenile Protective 
league Chief of Police SBhippy yesterday is- 
sued a sweeping order to prevent crime, vice, 
and destitution among children.

Officers will watch tobacco stores with 
refernce to violations of the section of the 
municipal code which prohibits the selling or 
furnishing of tobacco to minors under 16 
years of age except on the written order of 
the parents. You will take the names and 
addresses of such children to whom tobacco 
is furnished and upon the first offense warn 
against further violations. 

4. The officers will confiscate all slot ma- 
chines played upon by children, Af such ma- 
chines are devices of chance. For any seubse- 
quent offense you will make arrests or make 
complaint to the prosecuting attorney. 

. Officers will prevent. as far as esi- 
ble. boys and girls.under 20 years of age en- 
terings hotels, flats, rooming houses or other 
places known to be used in part or exclusive- 
ly for improper purposes. 

G. Officers will watch boys and girls while 
they are upon the streets or in stores, and 
especially when they appear to be in sus- 
picious or dangerous situations, and you will 
take care to afford them protection against 
abuse, cruelty, or danger.

OTHER RELIEF IS GIVEN. 


Asquith Says the Exclusion of 
Church from High Office 
Is Unjust. 


LONDON, May 14.—A comprehensive bill 
for the removal of Roman Catholic disabili- 
ties and providing for an alteration in the ac- 
cession oath taken by the British sovereign 
was introduced by William Redmond in the 
house of commons today and gave variety to 
the customary dullness of the Friday debate. 


The bill passed its second reading by a vote 
of 133 to 128. but as it is not 4 government 


measure there is little prospect of finding . 


time to pass it into a law at the present ses- 
sion. The fact that a majority of the house 
of commons voted in favor of the measure, 
however, is regarded as a great victory for 
the Catholics. Although similar bills have 
been debated on many previous occasions, 
this is the first time that one has passed its 
second reading. 


Protest by 400,000 Persons. 

The Roman Catholics never have ceased to 
mvelgh against the “ insulting references 
to certain beliefs in the monarch’s accession 
declaration as superstitious and idolatrous, 

Mr. Redmond's bill not only deletes what 
is regarded as the objectionable portion of 
the oath of accession but it repeals théacts 
prohibiting residence and the acquisition of 
property by the Jesults and other monastic 
orders, and abolishes the disqualification 
which prevents Catholics from filling the 
offices of lord chancellon of Great Britain and 
lord lleutenant of Ireland. 


Reform Urged by Asquith. 
Premier Asquith spoke early in the debate 
and gave his cordial support to the objects of 
the bill. He declared that the exclusion of 
Roman Catholics from the lord chancellor- 
ship and the lord Meutenancy was unjusti-

Seven Miles from Record. 


It may assuage the local appetite to record here 
the fact that the game of Thureday came within 
seven innings of the major league record. which 
le a twenty-four inning game, played by the Ath- 
letics and Boston Americans on Sept. 1, 1906. The 
next longest record is twenty innings, and there 
have been three such games in major league his- 
tory, two in the National and one in the American 
league. The Cubs were mixed up in both the old 
league twenty round battles, having played a7 to 7 
tie with Cincinnati in 1892 and a 2 to 1 victory 
over the Phillies in 1905. The Athletics and Bos- 
ton Americans played the other twenty inning 
game in 1905, Mack's nen winning 4 to 2. 

One nineteen inning game is on record and it 
was played on the west side between the Cubs and 
Pitteburg, resulting In a 3 to2 victory for the Cubs.

The 
Sox played a 6 to 6 elghteen round tle with the 
Highlanders in 1903, and that ie the record for the 
south side grounds. The Cube beat the Cardinals 
in . Louis 2 to 1 in eigtteen innings in 1006. 
Seventeen inning battles have been plemiful, there 
being eleven of them on the big league records 
previous to Thureday’s battle here. 


How Sox and Senators Play. 


It is an interesting fact that the White Sox and 
Senators have been hooked up in several! long di- 
tance scraps, of which the last one was the longest. 
In recent years those two teams have been tangled 
up in three drawn battles, one of seventeen innings 
here, another of sixteen innings, and still another 
of fifteen innings. The Sox also have a fifteen 
inning victory over Washington to their credit, the 
score being 7 to 4. 

Even more interesting to Chicago bugs is the 

fact the Senators have not won an extra inning 
contest from the Sox since the middle of 1903. al- 
though they have been engaged personally in ut 
teen overtime games since peace was declared and 
the American league admitted undisputedly to the 
charmed major league circle. 
White Sox and Athletics wili get together today, 
weather permitting, for the first of their four 
games, the battle to be continued, according to 
the date book, tomorrow, Monday, and Tuesday.

Advances all along the 
line are indicated in the catalogue of 
more than 600 pages, which proclaim 
the increase in attendance, the broadening 
of curriculum, and the growth of the fac- 
u/ty.

As they are deaf to the complaints of 
the publie and the remonstrances of the 
city government, nothing remains but for 
the legislature to give Chicago the power 
to make the road do what it can do but 
will not do. Every member of the legisia- 
ture who has ever seen the Chicago smoke 
nuisance ought to be willing to vote for 
the electrification bill. 


SENATOR BAILEY AND IRON ORE. 

Possibly Senator Bailey is sincere in his 
demand for the imprisonment of “ male- 
factors of great wealth”—who are not 
his clients, A Standard Oil man or any 
other trust magnate who will pay him for 
his professional services ceases to be a 
malef actor. They understand that in 
Texas, and the senator’s stern demand for 
penitentiary sentences for rich evildoers 
will not create much enthusiasm there. 

Senator Bailey’s constituents will look 
askance at his vote for a duty on iron ore. 
The United States Steel corporation would 
rather see a duty imposed. It would 
add to the cost Of the ore which some 
of its competitors use and thus make their 
competition less dangerous. Therefore a 
senator who was not a friend of the steel 
trust would vote for free ore. But Sena- 
tor Bailey, while expecting “to see its 
officers imprisoned or become fugitives 
from justice — that is, he says he ex- 
pects to see it—votes as it would like to 
have him vote with senators it controls. 

Senator Bailey says he is for a duty 
on iron ore as a revenue measure. He 
has changed his views since he voted for 
the Wilson bill, which put iron ore on the 
free list. It is one of the raw materials 
which the Democratic party used to con- 
tend should not be made dutiable. Look- 
ing at the votes of Democratic senators 
on the iron ore proposition, one is tempted 
to ask, “ Where is that party now?” 

Some of its distinguished representa 
tives have become protectionists. The 
Alabama senators voted for a duty on 
iron ore because of the extensive deposits 
in their state. Some other southern sen- 
ators voted for it, not because their states 
have iron ore but because they have 
products which are given protection those 
senators wish to retain. With them the 
tariff has become the “local question 
Gen. Hancock said it was. 

Iron ore ought to be on the free list, 
The steel producers on the seaboard 
should not be obliged to depend entirely 
on the northwest for their raw material 
when they can get it at less cost from 
Cuba. The fear that the competition of 
Ouban- ore would bring down disaster 
upon the Lake Superior mines is ridicn- 
lous. An increased consumption of the 
Cuban product would benefit that country 
and also the United States. The Repub- 
licans in the house voted for free iron 
ore. Republican senators from Indiana, 
Wisconsin, Idaho, Kansas, Iowa, Minne- 
sota, Nebraska, and South Dakota voted 
the same way, but their votes were more 
than offset by those of Democrats from 
North and South Carolina, Georgia, Low 
isiana, and other southern states. Mani- 
festly, Senator Aldrich can have all the 
Democratic votes he wants for any duty 
he favors.

as he was then, thus garbed. As he at the 
same time expressed himself eulogistically 
about American women and was extremely 
breezy in his utterances, his vieit here caused 
a good deal of talk.

The London World has passed through sev- 
eral hands since Edmund Yates’ death and 
for a*time was run by his widow, now the 
wife of Sir George Arthur. Edmund Yates 
made a great success of the paper, thanks 
largely to the assurance which his contribu- 
tors enjoyed that he would never under any 
circumstances reveal their identity. On one 
memorable occasion when a paragraph fur- 
nished by a well known and spiteful peeress 
slipped into the paper during his absence on 
the continent, intimating without a shadow 
of foundation that Lord Lonsdale had eloped 
with the then unmarried Lady Grace Fane, 
now countess of Londesborough, Yates un- 
derwent conviction for criminal libel and a 
year’s imprisonment rather than revearthe 
name of the real offender. It was through 
her own indiscretion that some twelve 
months later it reached the ears of the late 
Queen Victoria, who promptly barred her 
from court. 

Yates’ principal collaborateur at the outset 
was that brilliant ex-diplomat and journalist, 
Grenville Murray, who had been forced by 
the legal difficulties resulting from his sen- 
gational encounter with Lord Carrington to 
leave England and to take up his residence 
in Paris, where, marrying a Spanish countess 
in her own right, he was enabled, in accord- 
ance with Spanish law, to assume both her 
name and her title. He was a natural sonof 
Lord Palmerston, and there has been seldom 
a more savage portrayal printed of the Eng- 
lish great world, both at home and abroad, 
than his book entitled Side Lights of Eng- 
lish Society.”

The Colquhoeuns occupy so conspicuous a 
place in Scottish history and romance that 
the coming of age of Ian, eldest son of Sir 
Alan Colqvhoun, twenty-seventh laird of 
Luss and chieftain of this great clan, cannot 
fail to excite a certain amount of interest in 
this country, where the clan has a large 
number of representatives. Some of the lat- 
ter, however, na longer bear the name of 
Colquhoun, but that of Gahn. In fact, the 
Gahns of Sweden, whoare directly descended 
in the male line from William Colquhoun, 
who entered the service of King Gustavus 
Adolphus and fought under his command 
during the thirty years’ war, have for the 
last 200 years always made use of the 
armorial bearings of the Scottish house of 
Colquhoun, with the sanction of he Swedish 
crown and court of heraldry, which, as in 
other monarchical countries of the continent 
of Europe, is quite strict about these matters. 

Every reader of Sir Walter gy ine recall 
that Sir Humphrey Colquhoun, twelfth laird 
of Luss, figures as the principal foe of Rob 
Roy in the Waverley: novel of that name. In 
fact, Sir Walter Scott's romance, Rob 
Roy, is almost entirely devoted to the feuds 


-and wars waged between Rob Roy, chief of 


the Macgregors, and the clan of Colquhoun, 
which was founded, according to one tradi- 
tion, by the Caledonian chieftain Galgacus, 
who commanded the Scottish forces against 
the Romans under Agricola in the battle of 
the Grampian mountains in the year 80 A. D., 
the name ‘of the Galgacus being converted 
into Galahoun, Calhoun, and Colquhoun. 

The Colquhouns of today have still charters 
containing the grants of the lands of Col- 
quhouns bearing the signature of King Rob- 
ert Bruce Luss, in the county of Dumbar- 
ton, which is yet in the possession of the fam- 
ily, came to it through marriage in the reign 
of King David II., and from that time 
the chief of the Colquhouns has always been 
known as the laird of Liss. 

> 

The principal home of the Colquhouns at 
Luss is known as Rossdhue and was built 
dy John Colquhoun, lord high chamberlafn of 
Scotland undér James V. and ambassador to 
Queen Elisabeth in the reign of Mary Queen 
of Scots. It looks out on to Loch Lomond, 
standing on a promontory flanked by glorious 
woods on either hand and facing Ben Lo- 
mond. Another possession of the family is 
Arrochar house, and a third Ardencaple 
castle, near Gardioch, which is now rented 
on a long lease to the Grahams of Gl ow. 

Whatever the sentiments of the English

BIG GAIN IN TROLLEY FARES, 
BUT CITY’S SHARE IS SMALL. 


Ratio Between Increase in Gross Re- } 
ceipts and Chicago’s Profit Shown by 
Two Reports. 


The ratio between the increase of the gross 
receipts of the Chicago Railways company 
and the gain in the city’s share of the profits 
was disclosed by the filing of two monthly 
reports of the company with the city con- 
troller yesterday. 

The report for February shows that more 
than 2,000,000 passengers were carried dur- 
ing the month than lest year, and that the 
gross receipts were increased thereby $1(7,- 
874. In spite of this big jump, the increase 
of the city’s share was only 83, 784. 

The March statement shows that the in- 
crease in passenger fares was $122,912, a gain 
of nearly 2,500,000 passengers over the pre- 
ceding year, but the increase of the city’s 
share was given as $4,517. The totals of the 
city’s share for the two months are $34,277 
and $71,207.

NEW SOUTH. 
“Romance of a Plain Man 
Has Fascinating Atmosphere, 
with Denouement Pointing Fine 
Moral. 
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O any one who has a genuine interest 

in American Hterature there is no 
pleasanter thing than to see the work 
of some good 6 writer 
strengthening and deepening year by 
year as has the work of Miss Ellen Glasgow. 
From the first she has had the power to tell 
a strong story, full of human interest, but as 
the years have passed and her work has con- 
tinued it has shown an increasing mellow- 
ness and sympathy. This is particularly evi- 
dent in her latest book, THE ROMANCE 
OF A PLAIN MAN.” (The Macmillan com- 
pany.) : 

The theme is the immemorial one of a boy 
of common parentage, who started out to win 

fortune—a theme which nearly all novel- 
ists of distinction have essayed at one time 
or another, and which, to the end of time will 
be a fresh and vivid subject. It is, indeed, 
without limitations, but may be dealt with in 
innumerable ways, and carried to lengths as 
great as human destiny can compass. 

The “plain man of Miss Glasgow's tale 
was little Benjamen Starr, son of a stone- 
cutter, and of a capable, humble woman, who 
fell in love at the age of 10 with a beautiful 
little ariatecrat of 4 who dubbed him “a 
common boy.“ Having found that he was 
common and that the young lady—aged 
did not approye of it, he started in to be 
something else. The death of his mother and 
the su uent intemperance of his father 
made this difficult, but the boy was deter- 
mined, and little by little he thrashed his way 
on and up til! at the age of 25 he was the fa- 
vorite assistant of Gen. Bolingbroke, the 
greatest financier in Virginia, whose proud 
Position as president of the South Midland 
and Atlantic railroad seemed to Starr to 
Stand for the dizziest pinnacle of success. 

He became possessed of a fortune of parts 
and promoted to positions of authority, and 
he won his aristocratic little sweetheart, who 
proved to be a loyal and devoted wife; but 
he failed, for all that, to attain: to certain es 
sentials. He did not quite understand that 
service is more than money or that breeding 
is} something beyond mere manners, and he 
had to pay a great price for his lack of com- 
prehension. The story is that of the march 
of a soul, and the recital] is saved from too 
great sobriety by the humorous delineation 
of a group of charming Richmond worthies, 
male and female, and by a faithful descrip- 
tion of reconstructed and recrudescent 
Richmond. 

Miss Glasgow's description of the position 
of the southern woman is touched with a 
delicate irony, and the sympathies of even 
the most romantic reader will turn to Miss 
Matoaca Bland, who believed in suffrage 
and who actually suffered martyrdom for 
principle. The inability of chivelric pro- 
testations to fill the lives of intelligent and 
highly vitalized women is shown in a way 
at once subtle and convincing, for Miss Glas- 
gow is quite sufficiently aware of the charm 
of the old way to make her indirect argu- 
ments for the new way of thinking and doing. 
The atmosphere of the book is fascinating in- 
deed, and, it is unnecessary to say, charac- 
teristically southern. The dénouement, 
moreover, is touching and points the fine 
moral of a etrong and origina! story.

THE LIFE OF TURKISH WOMEN,” by 
Demetra Vaka (Mrs. Kenneth Brown), is a 
béok with something new to say, at least to 
us of the oceident. It describes the return 
of a Greek, born and brought up in Turkey. 
‘te the land of her birth after a prolonged 
sojourn im western Europe and America, 
and the impressions Turkey made upon her 
after her western experience, If there be 
any form of literature in which women 
excel it is in light, personal narrative, and 
Mrs. Brown has this art to perfection. She 
relates what she has seen with the happy 
volubility 6f a child, but at the same time 
reveals her experiences and powers of dis- 
crimination. Though at the time of her 
visit to Constantinople she had become suffi- 
‘clently westernized to look upon the ma- 
jority of subjects with a western bias, yet 
she knew how to sympathize with her east- 
ern friends. Her account reveals the fact, 
of which much has been made by Pierre 

Loti, that it is not among the men alone 
that the spirit of revolt and expansion is 
felt. It stirg in the harems, too, and though 
some of its demonstrations appear to be 
ridievlous enough, yet the fact remains that 
women begin even ‘there to discover other 
means of accounting for themselves than 
as the adjuncts to men. They are justified 
otherwise than through their husbands—an 
idea which you must go a long way to get 
in Turkey. 

Delicate minded though Mrs. Brown is, she 
is not lacking in candor, and when the occa- 
sion demands can employ the truth without 
flinching. Commenting upon the spiritual 
and exquisite beauty of hi¢h born Turkish 
women she writes: ns 

It has always been a mystery to me that the 
Turks, who can produce such types of purity as we 
can hardly conceive of in our western civilization, 
should be supposed by us to be voluptuous and 
sensual. Quite often, in looking at certain children 
of.the Latin and Anglo-Saxon races, I find myselt 
wondering what kind of love could have gfven them 
birth, so animal-like are they in expression and de- 
portment. With the ordinary Turkish child it fs 
quite different. Orten on meeting a group of them 
and especially of little girls I have stopped and 
watched them with pleasure, because they looked 
so pure, so simple, above all so childlike. 

One day when I was wondering on this subject I 
asked the Valide. with whom I happened to be, 
whether the children reflected the fathers or the 
mothers more. 

A child is neither ite father nor its mother.“ 
she answered me. * Children are either the prod- 
ucts of the highest type of love—a divine conception 
almost—or of an intellectual love almost as high;

Buying by Shorts Forces Price to Ne 
Top for Crop Year; Corn Easy. 


Shorts who had sold wheat on the reports 
of rains in Kansas late on Thursday at 
their expectations in this regard well found- 
ed yesterday, but, contrary to the general 
belief, prices did not break. Asa result the 
bears found themselves without recourse 
except to buy in their wheat, which, with 
generous buying orders executed through 
commission houses, gave the market a 
strong turn. Armour, Bartlett-Patten, Rab- 
erts, and Wagner took the cheap offerings 
early, with shorts doing the most of the buy- 
ing on the advance. Near the close thé 
was a renewal of selling pressure, especia 
on the September and December, which we 
relatively weak. Final prices showed gai 
of ic for May, %c for July, „ for Septemb 
and a loss of a fraction on the December, 


Liverpool Market Is Strong. 
IAverpool came higher, claiming %@% 
higher for futures, and there were gains of 
2% at Berlin and de at Budapest, due to the 
unfavorable crop developments in Germany 
and goutheastern Europe. The unexpected 
strength in foreign markets helped to shift 
sentiment here to some extent, and commis- 
sion houses were good buyers right from the 
start. Rains in Kansas were general, but 
had evidently been discounted by the trade. 
In Oklahoma and Texas drought conditions 
still prevail, but elsewhere winter wheat 
shows material improvement since the rains. 
In the spring wheat country seeding is nearing 
completion rapidly, and the increase in acre- 
age is estimated at from 5 to 10 per cent in 
the three principal states northwest and 
from 10 to 20 per cent in northwestern Can- 
ada. Conditions northwest were generally 
favorable, but the season is estimated two 
weeks late, necessitating favorable condi- 
tions from now on. 


World’s Shipments Are Large. | 

World’s shipments were estimated at ap- 
proximately 8,500,000 bu, including 1,976,000 
bu from Argentina, 400,000 bu from Aus- 
tralia, 1,096,000 bu from India, while America 
shipped 1,229,000 bu, compared to 2,702,000 bu 
for the corresponding week last year. In- 
dian shipments were regarded as bearish, 
and the total exports compared with 7,336,000 
bu a year ago. The Argentine visible in- 
creased 360,000 bu, but the total stocks at 
South American ports are still much less 
than ayearago. Estimates made some time 
ago that Argentine wheat was nearly 41 
shipped out appear to have beene a little 
premature, to s@y the least. With Aus- 
tralia and Argentina shipping coneiderable 
wheat, and increased exports from Russia 
and India, foreigners are not inclined to get 
frantic on the buying side, and there is little 
doing for forward shipments in new crop 
wheat from this country. | 


Cash Demand Is Quiet. | 

Cash wheat trade was quiet here, with 
sales of 25,000 bu..
